The chair recognized Representative Lundgren for opening remarks on Amendment 359.4628.
The amendment was moved and passed on short form.
The bill as amended moved and passed with a vote of 12 Aye, 9 Nay, and 0 Absent. The bill
will move to the House floor as a Senate File.
